33,  Township  No.  15;  thence  due  South,  5 miles  and  62  88-lOOths  chains,  more  or 
less,  to  the  point  of  commencement;  and  more  particularly  described  on  the  map 
hereunto  aiinc.\ed  and  colored  red. 

llie  Council  shall  consist  of  Four  Councillors  and  a Reeve. 

'The  nomination  shall  take  place,  and  the  poll,  if  any,  shall  be  held  at  the 
School  llou-ic,  Ma])le  Kidge. 

At  least  ten  days’  notice  of  the  time  and  j)lacc  r)f  nomination  and  of  holding  of 
the  ]ioil,  if  an\-.  shall  be  given  l)y  the  said  Rctui'ning  OlHcer;  such  notice  to  be 
posted  during  that  period  on  tlie  outer  door  of  the  said  School  House. 

The  nomination  for  the  first  election  of  Councillors  shall  be  on  the  13th  day  of 
FcbruiiT,  IS82,  at  12  o’clock  noon;  and  (he  polling,  if  any,  sliall  1)C  on  the  t'ollow- 
ing  (l..y,  and  shall  continue  for  one  day  onl\-,  and  the  poll  shall  be  kc[)t  open 
between  the  hours  of  2 p.M.  and  5 p.m.,  and  John  McKenny,  Esq.,  shall  be  the 
Returning  OlHcei’  thereat. 

The  Uetnrning  Oflicer  shall,  on  the  day  of  nomination,  at  noon,  announce  the 
names  of  such  persons  jiut  in  nomination  in  that  behalf  as  candidates  foi’ the  ollice  of 
Reeve  and  Councillors,  as  prescribed  by  the  “Municipality  Act,  P^81.’’ 

At  the  close  of  tlie  time  for  noininaiing  the  candidati'S,  the  Returning  Officer 
shall  deliver  to  every  candidate,  or  agent  ol'a  candidate,  applying  for  the  same,  a 
dulv  certified  list  of  the  names  of  the  sevcj  al  candidates  who  shall  have  been  nomi- 
nated; and  any  votes  given  at  the  election  for  any  other  candidates  than  those  so 
nominated  shall  be  null  and  void. 

It,  at  the  exiiiration  of  the  time  appointed  for  the  election  as  aforesaid,  no  more 
candidates  stand  nominated  than  there  ai’c  vacancies  to  be  filled  up,  the  Returning 
Oflieer  shall  firthwith  declare  the  candidates  who  may  stand  nominated  to  be 
elected,  and  return  their  names  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Supreme  Court. 
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speeclies  or  interruption  to  the  proceedinc^s  of  nominating  candidates  at  the 
hustings  shall  be  permitted  by  tlie  Returning  Officer  between  tljo  reading  of  the 
notice  of  election  and  the  closing  of  the  proceedings  on  nomination  day  by  the 
Returning  Officer. 

If,  at  the  exi)iration  of  such  time,  more  candidates  stand  nominated  than  there 
are  vacancies  to  he  filled  up,  the  Returning  Officer  shall,  pursuant  to  the  “ Munici- 
pality Act,  1881,”  declare  the  names  of  the  candidates,  and  publicly  proclaim  the 
day  previouslj'^  stated  in  his  proclamation,  and  the  place  or  places  at  which  the  poll 
shall  be  so  opened  in  the  Mnnicipality,  or  in  each  polling  place  in  the  Municipality 
(as  the  case  may  be),  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  votes  of  the  electors  according 
to  law;  and  shall  then  adjourn  the  election,  and,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of 
the  said  Act,  shall  take  a ])oll  by  ballot,  and  shall  cause  to  be  posted  up  notices  of 
his  having  granted  such  poll,  indicating  the  names,  residences,  and  occupations  of 
the  candidates  so  nominated,  in  the  order  in  whicli  they  shall  be  printed  on  the 
ballot  papers,  which  notices  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  nomination,  be 
placarded  in  all  the  places  where  the  proclamation  for  the  election  was  posted  up. 

If,  after  the  adjournment  of  an  election  by  the  Returning  Officer  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  a pioll,  one  of  the  Candidates  nominated  shall  die  before  the  poll  has  com- 
menced, the  Returning  Officer  shall,  upon  being  satisfied  of  the  fact  of  such  death, 
countermand  notice  of  the  poll,  and  all  the  proceedings  with  reference  to  the  election 
shall  be  commenced  afresh:  Provided  that  no  fresh  nomination  shall  be  necessary 

in  the  case  of  a Candidate  who  stood  nominated  at  the  time  of  the  countermand  of 
the  poll. 

In  case  of  a poll  being  held  the  Candidates  (duly  qualified)  who  shall  obtain 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  Municipal  Councillors  and  Reeve  respectively. 

Every  person  qualified  to  vote  shall  have  five  vmtes,  being  one  for  each  Coun- 
cillor to  be  elected,  and  one  for  Reeve,  but  he  may  vote  for  any  less  number  than 
five:  Provided  always,  that  he  shall  not  cast  more  than  one  vote  in  favour  of  any 

one  Candidate,  or  vote  on  more  than  one  occasion,  except  for  Reeve.  And  in  the 
event  of  the  number  of  votes  being  found  to  have  been  equal  for  any  two  or  more 
Candidates,  one  or  more  of  whom,  but  not  all  of  such  Candidates,  being  by  the  state 
of  the  p)oll  entitled  to  be  declared  elected,  the  Returning  Officer  shall  by  a casting 
vote  or  votes,  as  the  case  may  be,  decide  which  of  the  (.’andidates  for  whom  the 
votes  may  be  equal  shall  be  elected.  Provided  that  the  said  Returning  Officer 
shall  not  vote  except  in  the  case  of  an  equality  of  votes  as  aforesaid. 

The  opening  of  the  ballot  boxes  and  counting  the  votes  shall  be  in  the  presence 
of  the  Candidates  if  they  attend  for  that  purpose. 

The  Returning  Officer,  after  the  declaration  of  the  poll,  shall  retain  the  ballot 
papers  and  boxes  until  a Clerk  shall  be  duly  appointed,  to  whom  he  shall  forthwith 
deliver  the  same. 

Every  person  who  shall  have  presented  himself  for  nomination,  and  who  shall 
have  been  elected  a Municipal  Councillor  or  Reeve,  must  serve,  or  in  default  pay  a 
sum  of  fifty  dollars  towards  the  Municipal  Revenue;  such  sum,  with  costs,  shall  be 
recoverable  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Municipal  Council,  summarily,  before  any  Justice 
of  the  Peace. 

Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Reeve  or  Councillor  shall  be  filled  as  provided  by 
the  “ ^lunicipali'ty  Act,  1881.” 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Council  shall  be  held  on  the  next  day  after  the  day  of 
Election,  at  the  School  House,  at  12  o’clock  noon. 

Until  provision  be  made  by  By-law,  in  that  behalf,  all  proceedings  at  and 
relatinir  to  the  ineetinsrs  of  the  Council  shall  be  held  and  taken  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions containedin  the  “ Municipality  Act,  1881,”  and  all  the  powers,  privileges 
and  duties  of  the  Reeve  and  Council  shall  be  the  same  as  those  prescribed  by  the 
said  Act. 

At  the  first  meeting  in  every  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  the  Council 
may  elect  a Clerk,  Treasurer,  Collector,  and  Assessor,  or  such  officers  as  thej*  may 
deem  necessary,  who  shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Council,  and 
receive  such  remuneration  as  the  Council  may  by  .By-law  appoint.
